all, who were at that Time Members of the great Coun- 
ci, or had been fo a Yearor two before, fhould, they and 
their Potterity, be for ever Members of the faid Council, 
without coming to a new Election, and that all others, 
of what Rank and Quality foever, fhould be excluded.--— 
Thus was the Sovereign Power intirely taken out of the 
Hands of the People, and J’enice from a free State turned 
into a moft tyrannical Ariftocracy. 

This great Change was brought about in the Yeaf 
1297; and luckily for the Doge and the Council, an Occa- 
fion fell out, which gave them an Opportunity of {pi- 
riting up Divifions in the City, I fay, luckily, for, had 
it not happened, in all Probability, their Ufurpation would 
have coft them dear. It fo fell out, that a Difpute arofe 
betwixt the Inhabitants of one Quarter of the City, and 
thofe of another, concerning a Piece of Ground that lay 
between both, which Difpute came to a great Heighth ; 
the Doge, and the Council, ufed all poflible Arts to fo- 
ment and increafe it, looking upon it, that they were Safe 


as along as the Paffions of the Multitude were thus en- 
gaged againft each other.

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© The Senate of Venice, in the Year 1297, having, by 
a Kind of Ufurpation, to which, indeed, they gave the 
Form of a Law, intirely changed the Government from 
a Democracy into an Ariftocracy, and, thereby, totally 
excluded the People from their Share, have ever fince 
been under no fmall Apprehentions, that an Union and 
Concord amongtft the Citizens may prove dangerous to 
the State, and therefore no Cunning, or Art is fpared 
to keep up two Factions in the City, one of which 
goes hy the Name of the Caftellans, the other of the 
Nicolets, being fo called from the different Quarters of the 
Town they inhabit; it was this unhappy Divifion, that 
enabled the Council to effeét that Change in 1297, nay, 
had the People been unanimous, they might have wrefted 
this Power out of their Hands, after it had been fo 
ufurped, it is therefore, that the Council hold it ef- 
fential {till to cherifh thefe Divifions, left the People 
having Time to refleét on what they have loft, fhould at- 
tempt to recover their Liberties, and the Council has fuc-

Thus it is plain, that when-ever the governing People in 
a State are obferved to cherifh Fa@ions, and foment Di 
vifions amongft the People, itis for fome very bad Pur- 
pofes, 

It may happen, ina limited Government, that, when-ever 
an over-grown, haughty Minifter incurs the Publick Hatred, 
and lies under continual Terrors of Vengeance falling upon 
him, he will be under a Neceffity of endeavouring to fe- 
cure himfelf this Way,-----~-It is no Wonder, I fay, 
that a Man in fuch defperate Circumftances, fhould move 
Heaven and Earth to fave a wretched Life, and an ill-got 
Fortune; but why fuch Methods fhould be taken in this 
Country, and at this particular Point of Time fure cannot 
be cafily accounted for, yet we fee that Books and Pamph- 
lets are fent into the Country, to the Poft-Matters, the 
Officers of the Cuftoms, and of the Excife, to be, by them, 
difperfed, gratis, amongft the People, the whole Aim and 
‘Tendency of which is to ftir up a Hatred and Animofity be- 
twixt the landed and trading Interefts of this Kingdom.

All we can fay, if the good People of England think 
they have enjoyed their Liberties long enough, and that -it 
isnow Time to part with them, let them go together by 
the Ears as foon as they can--- Let the Trader refolve to 
lower the Rents of the Gentry by exporting nothing that 
isthe Product of Land ; and let the Freeholders ftudy how 
to opprefs and ruin Trade; for if both Sides are obftinate- 
ly bent this Way, they will certainly fucceed. Being thus 
engaged, they will not be at Leifure to quarrel with a Mi- 
nilter about fuch a Trifle as their common Liberties.

London, Fune 30. Yefterday Se’nnight, a Trial came on 
inthe Court of Common-Pleas, Weftminfter, before the 
Lord Chief Juftice Eyre, wherein a Tallowchandler in 
Piccadilly was Plaintiff, and a Doétor who keeps a Mad- 
houfe at Bednal Green was Defendant. ‘The Adction was 
brought for an Affault and Battery, and falfe Imprifonment, 
by confining the Plaintiff feveral Days in his faid Houfe. 
Ie appeared on the Trial, that the Defendant, in Confede- 
facy with the Plaintiffs Wife and other Perfons, brought a 
Coach to a Cellar in the Haymarket, where the Plaintiff 
then was, and having told him that his Brother who lived 
in Whitechapel, was dying, they earneftly intreated that 
he would go along with the Defendant in their Coach to 
fee his Brother before he died, by which falfe Pretence the 

elendant and fome of his Confederates prevailed on the 

laintiff fo go into the Coach with them, after which, they 
pulled up both the Doors of the Coach, and drove directly 
to the abovefaid Madhoufe, where they locked up the Plain- 
tiff and confined him for feveral Days, without letting any 
of his Friends fee him; in which time his Wife /rript his 
sule, and carried off all the Goods that were se 
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After examining feveral Witnefles, and hearing manv 
learned Arguments by Council on both Sides, the Jury 
gave a Verdict for the Plaintiff, with 1001, Damages befides 
Cofts of Suit. |

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


FRANCE. 


SINCE the Departure of the Court for Compeigne, and the 
“" Return of the Bifhops to their Dioceffes, the Affairs of 
the Church lie dormant, and are no more talked of. 

According to the Lift, which is handed about, of the 
King’s Troops, which are to form the Camp upon the Maes, 
they are to confift of 23 Battallions of Infantry, and 60 
Squadrons of Horfe and Dragoons. 

The Orders for regulating the Troops, which are to for™ 
the three French Camps, on the Mofel, on the Maes, and 
Aljace, are now printing off, and will {peadily be diftributed. 

The four Men of War, which were fitting out at Toulon, 
are failed, under the Command of the Chevalier de Luyntsy 
for the Coaftof Barbary, tho’, as’tis faid, only to cruife, 4 
ufual. It is reported that another Squadron is to be equipe 
at Toulon and Bre, to be in Readinefs to carry King Stant- 
flaus to the Baltick in proper Seafon.

Ofthe 15 Men of War 
of the Line, which is to compofe this Fleet, fome are already 
arrived at Alicant, together with a great Number of T'ranfport 
Ships, which, as it is reported, are to carry 7 or Sooo Men, 
to relieve the Garrifons in Tufcany, and at Porto-Longone, 


Rome andItraury. 


BAron Wachtendonck is arrived at Genoa, with the Imperial 

Troops, which he has commanded for fome Time at 
Corfica, and is upon his March for Lombardy, | Cardinal Cof- 
cia, having been obferved to hold every Night a Converfa- 
tion with Signor Capizucchi, one of his Creatures, who is 
likewife a Prifoner in the Caftle of St, Angelo, and whofe 
Window is very near to that of the Cardinal’s, Complaint 
was made of it to the Duke of Palombara, who imme- 
diately ordered the Window to be walled up, and having 
given an Account thereof to the Pope, his Conduct was ap- 
Proved by the Holy Father. The Affairs of the Cardinal 
are not yet terminated: Tehere ftill remain fome Points of 
Importance to be fettled.

Rivate Letters from Vienna import, what we hinted at in 
one of our former, that Mr..d« Bu/fi, who manages the 


Affairs of France at that Court, has offered the Guaranty of 


the Pragmatick Saudéion, in the Name.of his moft Chriftian 
Majefty, provided the Emperor will not oppofe the Election 
of King Staniflaus to the Throne of Poland: The Imperial 
Court probably looks upon this Offer not as real, but as an 
Amufement, if poffible, to prevent. the vigorous Meafures 
they are taking to oppofe this Election, or that it is defigned 
to fow Seeds of Jealoufy among his Imperial Majefty’s Al- 
lies : Count Staremberg, and Count Adet/ch have only an- 
fwered, that the Offer came too late, the Dyet of Ele&ion be- 
ing fonear at Hand. Should this Offer, however, be fincere, 
there is little Reafon to queftion the Emperor’s Acceptance 
of it, as it would fecure to him the ultimate af his Aims, 
and free him from all Apprehenfions of any farther Oppo- 
fition io this grand Affair. 

The Treaty of Alliance lately concluded between the 
Courts of Vienna, Petersburg, and Drefden, regards chiefly 
the Guaranty of the Pragmatick Sanéion. 2 

Preparations are making to form an Imperial Camp on 
the Rhine, to obferve the Motions of the French. 

The General and Field-Officers ofthe Saxon Troops, 
having held a grand Council of War at Drefden, in Prefence 
of his Electoral Highnefs, it was therein refolved to form 
three Camps, in the Month of Fuly next, viz, one upon the 
Borders of Silefia, one at Torgau, and the third near Dréj- 
den. The Situation of the two firft of thefe Camps will be 
fuch, thatthe Troops they are to be compofed of, may, 
upon Occafion, fpeedily join the Imperialifts. The Camp 
at Torgau is to have a very large Train of Artillery.

‘ie Poles in General, feem determined not to fuffer any 
‘Ee i Loreigner to be their King_- They are refolved to choofe 
one of their own Countrymen, becaufe they think fuch a one 
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mu(t underftand the trie Intere/? of Poland, and have a more 
tender Affection for his Subjects, than is to be expected from 
any Foreigner. ‘There is Reafon to believe the Election will 
fall uipon Staniflaus, whofe Generofity, fine Parts, and good 
Qualities, feem to have made a lively Impréffion upon the 
Hearts of his Countrymen. As Staniflaus has great Obli- 
gations to France, fome Advices are very pofitive, that fhoul 
the Poles eleé&t him for their King, the Forces of the Em+ 
peror, the Czarina, and the King of Prujfia, would imme- 
diately enter Poland, to prevent his mounting the Throne. 
In this Cafe, it can hardly be doubted, but he will be fup- 
ported by all the Power of France: ‘Thé Court of Szveden is 
likewife faid to be in his Intereft ; fo that all Europe would 
probably be involved in a War, cither to fupport or oppofe 
him. . In order to avoid thefe fatal Confequences, it is faid, 
that the Primate and Senate of Poland are come to a very 
prudent Refolution ; Namely, to defer their Eleétion till the 
latter End of Ofeber, when it will not be’a proper Seafort 
for any Armies to take the Field and bégin a Campaign; {6 
that the War which feems to threaten Europe, cannot at 
leaft break out this Year. 

It is now generally faid that the Emperor, the Czarina, 
the King of Pruffia, and the Ele@tor of Saxony, will unite 
with all their Forces and Influence to oppofe the Eleétion of 
King Steniflaus, which feems to make a general War un- 


avoidable ; fince it is hardly to be fuppofed that France will 


tamely look on, efpecially ‘as fo great a Party in Poland 
elpoufes the Intereft of that Prince. Some think the Pri- 
mate and Senate of Poland defign to put off the Election to 
the 25th of OGober, a Seafon not very proper for Armies to 
be in the Field, or at leaft to begin a Camipaign. 

From Sweden we have an Account, that the Equipment of 
the Fleet at Carljcreon is carrying on with all poffible Expe- 
dition: And that Orders have been fent to thé Governor of 
Finland, to be upon his Guard on the Frofitiers,and nar- 
towly to obferve the Motions of the Ruffians, by which it 
feems, as if the Swedes were jealous of the Preparations of 
the latter on that Side. : 

: From Copenhagen we hear, that the Ambaflador of France, 
Mr. de Plel; has of late been very bufy with’ the Minifters 
of the Council remaining there, and had ‘lately difpatched 4 
Courier to his Danifh Majefty, which has put the Englifh 
and Dutch Minifters in Motion, who leave no Stone un- 
turned, to difcover the Secret, tho’ hitherto without Succefs.

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The Admiralty in the mean Time, has Orders to fit out 
immediately a Squadron of Men of War, fix of which, of 
the Line, and two Frigats, are actually now equipping, in 
Order to cruife in the Baltick, and to be ready at all Events, 


Turxy, Persia, and other REMOTE CountTRIES, 


Two Ships of the A/gerine Squadron, from the Fogeris, which 

efcaped the Storm, when the Capitana was loft, and af- 
terwards returned to the Turkifh Harbours, have found 
Means to get into the Port of Algiers, notwithftanding the 
Vigilance of the Spani/h and Malthe é Squadrons to intercept 
them, 

Letters from Conjfantinople, mention a Sufpenfion of Arms 
for two Months, being concluded between the Turks and 
the Perfians, and that a Peace will certainly enfue ; but Let- 
ters from Mofcow feem to make this Account doubtful, and 
pretend, that Kouli-kan had abfolutely refufed the Turés a 
Ceffation of Arms, being fenfible, that the Garrifon and In- 
habitants of Babylon were reduced to the utmoft Extremity. 

The Peft continues to rage to fuch a Degree at Aleppo, that 
the Inhabitants, efpecially the Franks, have almoft all fhut 
themfelves up in their Houfes, fo that Commerce is entirely 
at a Stand, 

The Lofs of the Moors, in their laft Engagement with 
the Garrifon of Oran is more-confiderable than was at firft 
thought, and is {aid to amount to 3000 killed, befides a great 
Number of wounded. 

There is a Report at Malta, of a new Infurre&tion in 
Con/tantinople, in which it is faid, the Sultan is depofed. 

The Fathers who go yearly from Spain and Portugal into 
Africa, to redeem Chriftian Slaves, being arrived at Tetuan, 
the late Duke of Ripperda (who refides in that City, and 
has taken upon. him the Name of O/man). immediately fent 
a Letter to the Emperor of Moroceo, in which he reprefent- 
ed the Fathers as fo many Spies, fent by the King of Spar, 
to learn the Pofture of Affairs in. the Kingdom of Morocco. 
This Letter made fuch an Impreffion upon the Emperor, that 
the Fathers were immediately ordered to leave Tetuan, and 


return to Spain, 


The Fate of the prefent Ojman, lately Duke of Ripperdas 
and by Birth a Dutchman, has been very extraordinary. . He 


was fent fome Years fince, by the States-General, as theif - 


Ambaflador to the Court of Spain, At that Court, 5 
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found Means to ingratiate himfelf fo effetually with his 
Catholick Majefty, that he quitted the Service of the States, 
and became fir/? Miniter in Spain. He brought about that 
Alliance between the Emperor and the King of Spain, which 
furprifed all Europe, and gave fo much Uneafinefs to Engluny, 
This made him almoft as much efteemed at the Court of 
Vienna, as at that of Madrid. At the latter, he received the 
hicheft Honours which his Catholick Majefty can beftow 
upon a Subje&t ; he was made a Duke, and Grandee of Spain. 
Every Thing feemed to contribute to his Greatnefs, and he 
began to draw the Eyes of all Eurepe upon him, when he 
fell into Diferace upon a Sufpicion (as was generally faid) of 
having betrayed the Spanifh Councils. His Fa// was as fud- 
den, and as unexpected as his Rife: He feemed himfelf so 
apprehend, that it would be attended with the moft fatal 
Confequences, and fled for Protection, to the Houfe of the 
prefent Lord Harrington, who was then the Britifh Minifter 
atthe Court of Madrid. The King of Spain took his dif- 
carded Favourite by Force out of this Afylum, and confined 
him clofe Prifoner in a Caftle at a confiderable Diftance 
from Madrid. The Spaniards are extremely rigorous in 
guarding their State Prifoners, who are ufually confined for 
Life: The Duke, however, found Means to make his Efcape, 
yand tho’ he was not a young Man, carried off his Keéper’s 
Daughter with him. Hecame to England with this young 
Lady, and lived in a private Manner, in an Houfe near 
Hounflnv-Heath. Mott People thought, that being now in 
the Decline of Life, he intended to end his Days in Quiet 
and Repofe, They were miftaken: He left England ud- 
denly, and we foon after heard that he was with the Emperor 
of Morocco, now at War with the Spaniards; that he had 
abjured the Chriftian Religion, was in high Credit with the 
Mors, and had profeffed himfelf an open Enemy to the 
Spaniards, 

What will be the End of this extraordinary Perfon, who 
has doubtlefs, a fertile enterprifing Genius, Time alone muft 
determine: Few Men of the prefent Age, have felt more 
of the Vifciffitudes of Fortune.

This is likewife an Extra& from one of their Gazetts, 
end as every Paragraph has its Rubrick, this is entitled, 

The Pardon of a Criminal condemned to dic. 

We the Mandarins of the Sovereign Tribunal in Caufes 
Criminal, mok fubmiffively offer the following Cafe to your 
Majefty’s unerring Judgment. It is of a Mother, who de- 
mands the Life of the Murderer of her Daughter. In the 
City of Tchangchou, a Mar of the Family of Tcas-chin, has 
‘murthered his own Wife. The Wife’s Mother has caus'd 
him to be indicted, and, purfuant to the Evidences, and Judg- 
ment given upon them ‘by the Viceroy of Nansin, he 's 
condemned according to Law, to be ftrangled. The Cir- 
cumftances of this Caf: are as follows: Tcas-chin has al- 
ways, tillthe Time of this unfortunate Aétion, lived in pel- 
fect Harmony with his Wife. Peace and Unity reigned 
throughout their whole CEconomy. The Mother of Tcae 
chin having commanded her Daughter-in-Law to grind fome 
Wheat; fhe refufed to do it, and gave her Mother-in-law 
a very harfh and difrefpedtfull Anfwer. Her Husband, be- 
ing informed of this, gave her a fevere Reprimand, and 
told her fhe was a Wornan void of Refpeét and good Man- 
ners, an Enemy to Labour, and Difobedient.

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China, offered to lay down his ewn Life, to fave that of his 
Mother ; not only from a Motive of Love, for her who bore 
him, but for the Sake of a younger Brother, who, as he al- 
ledged, would ftand in Need of her Affiftance in his Educa- 
tion. ‘The Emperor highly commended this pious Refolu- 
tion of the Son ; but {poke of the Woman as of a Monfter, 
not worthy to live. He confirmed her Sentence, which 
was to be ftrangled, and added, with a feeming Aftonifh- 
ment: What! two Women fight! One Woman kill another! 
We cannot think of it without Horror ! This Crime muft net 
go unpunifbed,
